SEEMED TOTALLY DISNTERESTED. COMMUNIST-LINING ADMINISTRATORS 
AT OPORTO UNIVERSITY HAVE FREELY ALLOWED UNIVERSITY SPACE TO 
BE USED ON SUCH OCCASIONS FOR LEFT-WING CONFERENCES AND 
RALLIES. IN THS CASE, PORTUGUESE HOSTS WERE MIXED BAG OF 
LEFTIST AND ULTRA-LEFT SPLINTER GROUPS EXCEPT FOR DEMOCRATIC 
MOVEMENT (MDP/CDE) WHICH COTINUES TO HAVE CONSIDERABLE 
REPRESENTATION IN NORTHERN MUNICIPAL COUNCILS.
